O R D IN A N C E NO 253. 
An O rdinance of the Board of Super. 
visors 
of 
the County 
of Orange, 
State of C alifo rnia, Regulating the 
Setting of 
F ire s and 
Providing a 
Pe n a lty for 
its 
violation. 
The Board 
of Supervisors 
of the 
County of Orange, State of California, 
do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. 
That it shall be unlaw­ 
ful for any person, between the 1st 
day of M ay and the 15th day of Ja n ­ 
uary of the following year, to light 
a fire or use fire for clearing land or 
to burn brush, slash, fallen timber, 
grass, or other inflammable material, 
or on any public road or other public 
place or public lands, without first 
having obtained a written permit from 
a 
Fire 
Warden duly authorized to 
issue such permits within the County 
of Orange; provided, however, that a 
permit shall not be necessary to burn 
material in small heaps or piles in 
dooryards, corrals, gardens or plowed 
fields outside of -a National Forest, 
when such fire is more than fifty (50) 
feet from any woodland, brush land or 
field containing dry grass or other in­ 
flammable material; and provided fur­ 
ther that nothing in this Section shall 
prevent the use of fires in permanent 
homes for domestic purposes. 
Section 2. 
That it shall be unlawful 
for any person, between the 1st day 
of M ay of any year and the loth day 
of Jan u ary of the following year, to 
blast with dynamite, powder or other 
explosives within one hundred (100) 
feet of any 
brush, 
grass, 
dead or 
down timber, 
or other Inflammable 
material without a 
written 
permit 
from a duly authorized Fire Warden; 
and it shall be unlawful for any per­ 
son to light or ignite or causa to be 
ignited any' fireworks or fire-crack- 
ers on his own lands or on the lands 
of another in any National Forest 
within the County of Orange or upon 
any brush covered lands within said 
County. 
Section 8. 
That it shall be unlawful 
for any person in the County of O r­ 
ange, between the 1st day of May and 
the last day of December of any year, 
to smoke cigars, cigarettes, tobacco or 
other narcotics in any form, on or in 
any National Forest in said County, 
except at improved camps or places of 
habitation; and it shall be unlawful 
for any person to throw on any grass 
covered lands or lands containing any 
inflammable material, or any road or 
trail traversing brush or grass cover­ 
ed lands, any match, cigar, cigarette 
or pipe, heel without first extinguish­ 
ing the same. 
Section 4. 
That it shall be unlawful 
in the County of Orange to set or ig­ 
nite camp fires or other fires on any 
brush or grass lands or upon any public 
roads or highways, during the nmnths 
of May, June, Ju ly, August, September, 
October and November of any year, ex­ 
cept at such places as are or may be 
designated by a duly authorized Fire 
Warden, and a permit issued therefor 
in writing. 
Section 5.— That any Fire Warden 
may designate places on private prop­ 
erty at the request of the owner, or 
on public roads with the permission 
of the owner of adjoining or abutting 
lands, where camp-fires may be built, 
and said Fire W arden shall cause to

Sprague commented. 
“ We ha ve a very la rge call for 
auto fina ncing. 
The a uto is an e s­ 
sentia l in this day , for w ha t would

equipment and what would we do 
without the good roads which have 
come a s a direct result of the a d­ 
vent of a utomobiles.” 
He impressed the dea lers with the 
necessity of conducting their busi­
